‘these; travelled by car 12,961 miles, by train 7,615, delivered 


sermons, ten greetings to various groups, attended 22 council meet- 
ings, attended four Executive Committee meetings of Synod and con- 

cted the Executive Committee three times by mail, met with the 
Mission Committee of Synod three times and once with the Merger 
Committee of the three ynods. Dr. Rinde and I attended the Merger 
meetings at Fort Wayne, Indiana which was held for the purpose of 
merging Hamma Divinity School with the seminary at Maywood. 
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While acting as chairman of the committee for entertaining the 
U. L. C. A. convention in Omaha, attended 17 meetings of that com- 
mittee. It also became necessary to meet often with the Omaha — 
‘Chamber of Commerce as well as with the Hotel Fontenelle repre- 
sentative before all arrangements were complete for the convention. 
Eighteen Youth Rallies were held throughout the state jointly 
with the Mid-West Synod. All were well attended and pastors report 
they are studying or have studied the book “Youth’s Faith in Action.” 
These young people will be the leaders in our Synod in the future. 
Because of following closely the U. L. C. A. Convention and also 
due to weather conditions, our fall conferences were not well at- 
tended.’ Comparing membership the Western Conference had the 
largest number present at its sessions. Rev. Arthur H. Getz, one of the 
associate secretaries of the Parish and Church School Board, added 
coe oe to the conferences with his moving pictures on “Church School 
ciency.” 


Recommendation 


We recommend that “Evangelism” and “Stewardship” be the 
topics for consideration at the conferences this fall.

REPORT OF STATISTICIAN 


The task of making out the synodical Parochial Report was un- 
usually difficult this year. Late reports, incomplete reports, reports 
carelessly put together and reports improperly filled out due to un- 
familiarity with the new blanks made _—, of work for the statis- 
tician. An application of Matthew 7:12 on the part of some of the 
brethren when filling out the blanks should make the task of the 
statistician easier. 

For the first time in seven years we failed to get a report from 


every congregation of Synod. We received no report from St. James’, 
Lincoln.

A study of this analysis does not present too bright a picture. 
It does not indicate any great zeal for the advancement of the 
Kingdom. But it does indicate the need for more consecrated effort 


on the part of pastors and people. 


The analysis presents the following picture :— 

1. A working force of 20,543 confirmed members and their pastors 
increasing the membership of the Church by only 271 souls dur- 
ing a whole year for an average of one seventy-sixth of a soul per 
confirmed member. It took 45 Communicant Members to account 
for each accession. 

2. We see only 12,258 of those 20,543 sufficiently interested to 
desire to partake of the Holy Sacrament at least once during the 
year. 

3. We see that working force permitting a decrease in the number of 

Sunday Schools, staff members, scholars and members of the 

Home Department. 
4. We see them inspiring only four young men to start their 

preparations for the Gospel ministry. 

This picture — suggest the need for a standing committee on 
Evangelism for the Synod. 

The analysis further indicates the need for harnessing the power 
of the Church. Only 533 men are in organized groups, 3,411 women, 
and 1,302 young people. There are 685 children in the Children of 

Church group. Less than a fourth of our people belong to or- 
ganized groups and perhaps a part of this fraction are not organized 
for Christian service. 

For the most part the financial picture is somewhat brighter, _ 
though not as bright as it should be. An increase is noticed in all de- 
partments of finance except that of ‘‘current expense” which showed | 
a decrease.

Rev. George E. Moeller, pastor, dedicated the first unit of its con- 
| soneintel chaed building on Sunday, June 23, 1940. O nzed in 


1935 under the direction of Rev. W. C. Stump, Pastor of St. Mark’s 
Church, Omaha, the co gation was admitted into Synod the fol- 
lowing May. Hillcrest Hail at 49th and Dodge Streets was secured as a 
place of worship. Services were heid here until February, 1937 when 
the vacant chapel of Dundee Methodist Church was secured. Pastor 
W. C. Stump and others served the congregation until the coming of 
Rev. George E. Moeller who took charge October 24, 1937. Ground 
was broken for the new church November 26, 1939. The cornerstone 
was laid December 17. Two special services marked the Day of Dedi- 
cation. Rev. W. I. Guss, D. D., former president of Synod assisted the 
tor in the morning service. Pastors T. D. Rinde, D. D., A. H. 
inkall, W. C. Stump and W. A. Voss assisted at the Service of Dedi-

of the Board of American Missions, preached the Dedicatory Sermon 
“The Glory of His House.” A fine program se the services in de- 
tail, gifts and memorials, was published and widely distributed. 

Grace English Evangelical Lutheran Church, Lincoln, the Rev. 
Leland H. Lesher, D. D., Pastor, celebrated its Golden Jubilee, June 
9-10, 1940. A beautiful forty-four page Souvenir Booklet, profusely 
illustrated, was published to commemorate the occasion. It contains 


not only a complete history of the congregation but pictures of for- 


mer pastors, former places of worship, pictures of officers and or- 
ganizations and a brief history of each organization. Those partici- 
pating in the Jubilee celebration were Dr. Fuller Bergstresser, a for- 
mer pastor, avho preached the Anniversary Sermon, President J. C. 
Hershey, D. D., President of Synod and Rev. Frank Delo who served 
as an interim pastor of the congregation. A photo and trophy display 
was a feature of the celebration. The Anniversary Banquet at the 
Hotel Lindell on Monday evening overtaxed the capacity of its la 
dining-room. Rev. G. Keller Rubrecht, D. D. of North Platte was the 
Banquet speaker. The Women’s Missionary organized August 27, 
1890 celebrated its Jubilee with an Anniversary Luncheon at the 
nated une 5th.

worry. When one realizes that monthly payments to the extent of

principal, as of April Ist, is now $73,926.86. It seems that at the pres- 
ent rate of interest some plan should be evolved whereby a lower rate 
of interest could be secured. This can be done only by a company tak- 
ing over the present set-up and supplying money at a lower rate. 

We rejoice at the efforts the President, Dr. F. C. Wiegman, 
is making in administering the affairs of Midland. That he is suc- 
cessful cannot be doubted.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS OF THE MIDLAND ASSEMBLY. 


The Eighteenth Annual Midland Assembly for Church workers 
was held July 28 to August 2, 1940. The sessions were held on the 
Midland College campus in Fremont, Nebraska. 


There was a devotional service each morning at 7:30 conducted 
by the Rev. Ralph M. Krueger, pastor of First English Lutheran 
Church, Iowa City, Iowa.

REPORT OF THE WOMEN’S MISSIONARY SOCIETY 


for the year ending June 30, 1940 
as reported to Nebraska Synod in May, 1941. 

The Women’s Missionary Society of this Synod held its annual 
Convention in conjunction with the Midland Assembly at Fremont, 
July 29 to August 2, 1940. A copy of the program, reports, and 
minutes have been deposited with your Secretary and may be in- 
spected at any time. 

During the year ending June 30, 1940, we had reported 39 
congregational women’s societies and 22 young women’s societies in 
the Synod with a total membership of 1,120. The sum of $6,040.35 
was handled by our treasurer for all funds during the year. Six Con- 
ferences-in six districts were held in addition to the Annual Con- 
vention. These serve the purpose of district rallies.

At this time the treasurer'reported that our goal of $1,000 for 
the Visrantipuram Sanitorium in India (A _ Tri-ennial Stewardship 
Special) had been reached and exceeded by $69.40. Plans were made — 
for the raising of our share ($1,120) of the $50,000 pledged by the 
General Society toward the U. L. C.-A. gift of $100,000 to the 
Church in India. This gift is to commemorate a century of progressive 
missions in that country, and is to be ready by January, 1942. 

We are now promoting our work entirely among the women of 
the church, leaving the youth programs in the hands of the Luther 
League and the children’s programs in the hands of the Children of 
the Church.
